Celadon has muted lighting, 
a quiet Asian motif and nearly 70 
types of teas, many found only 
in China and Taiwan. The shop 
opened in June 2002 and offers 
tea classes and lectures, private 
events, catering and tea demon- 
strations. 

With a refined taste for tea, 
Henry Parsons, Willie’s 13-year- 
old brother, started the Kids Tea 
Connoisseurs Club early this year 
with the blessing of Celadon co- 
owner Winnie Yu. Others have 
joined through word of mouth.

® City Council votes 
unanimously to endorse 
Shaping Our Future

EL CERRITO — The City 
Council unanimously endorsed 
the principles of a regional plan- 
ning document intended to shape 
how the county will grow in the 
next two decades, despite ques- 
tions from one council member 
about how it would benefit the 
city. 

The principles are the foun- 
dation of Shaping Our Future, a 
regional planning approach that 
attempts to shift Contra Costa’s 
development from sprawling sub- 
divisions into more urban loca- 
tions closer to mass transit. 
Twelve Contra Costa cities 
and the Board of Supervisors 
have now endorsed the concept, 
more than half the county’s 20 
jurisdictions. While the plan has 
earned unanimous votes in most 
places, it squeaked by with 3-2 
votes in Danville, Pittsburg and 


| 
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Brentwood. 

One resident pleaded with the 
EI Cerrito council not to endorse 
the planning principles because 
it would take power out of the 
hands of local jurisdictions. 

“I feel this is part of a wide- 
spread movement in the U.S. to 
move decision-making out the 
hands of local officials and into 
the hands of bureaucrats,” said 
Marilynne Mellander, an El So- 
brante resident. 

Councilwoman Gina Brusatori 
said she had mixed feelings 
about the document because it 
didn’t address whether it would 
treat cities fairly. In addition, she 
said, El Cerrito has little in com- 
mon with cities in central and 
east Contra Costa County. A 
planning effort unifying cities 
along Interstate 80 would make 
more sense, she said. 

“I have a real problem with 
the premise,” Brusatori said. 
“How is this serving (El Cer- 
rito)?” 

Mayor Letitia Moore warned 
that the city could be forgotten

@ ‘Spotty’ mail service 
draws complaint and 
varying degrees of concern, 
indifference

ALBANY — People agree that 
mail delivery isn’t consistent in 
a quiet Albany neighborhood a 
few blocks east of San Pablo and 
north of Solano avenues, but they 
disagree on its significance. 

Talbot Avenue resident Lynn 
Wissler said mail delivery has 
been spotty for the 12 years she’s 
lived there. Mail was not deliv- 
ered to her house for three days 
last month. She found that 
shocking and mysterious. 

Resident Robert Steiner said 
it isn’t that bad. The mail comes 
between 11 a.m. and noon every 
day. If it doesn’t, that probably 
means the regular mail carrier 
was out that day. 

“When there’s a substitute

(mail carrier), sometimes we get 
the mail late,” he said. “But most 
of the time I don’t think the mail 
service is that bad here.” 

Mail is sorted in Oakland, de- 
livered to three buildings in 
Berkeley and then delivered to 
Albany, said a woman who an- 
swered the phone at the Albany 
post office. The process is over- 
seen by Berkeley and Albany 
postmaster George Banks. He did 
not return calls for comment. 

Wissler said she’s spoken to 
Banks, and has left messages, but 
feels she has received inadequate 
explanations for the spotty mail 
service. She was told that the 
problem stems from sick mail 
carriers. The problem continues 
even though Banks promised it 
would be solved, she said. 

“What we don’t understand is 
why it happens, why it can’t be 
fixed and why there can’t be any 
back-up carriers,” she said. “Are 
they trying to save money?

School district puts freeze on hiring 


_ The West Contra Costa school district has announced a freeze 
on employee hiring and overtime. The move comes as the district’s 
budgeted expenses for the current year exceed expected revenues 
by $16 million, said Ruth Vedovelli, assistant superintendent for fis- 
cal services. Vedovelli also is projecting a $23.6 million deficit for 
the 2004-05 school year. District officials blame the financial mess 
on state cuts to education and “inflation-related” increases in em- 
ployee benefits, workers compensation, utilities and other costs.

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EBMUD honored for use 
of biogas power generation 


The U.S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency awarded a Green 
Power Leadership Club award to 
the East Bay Municipal Utility 
District for its environmentally 
friendly power production. 

The agency honored 
EBMUD’s main wastewater treat- 
ment plant for generating about 
75 percent of the electricity it 
uses from biogas (methane), a 
byproduct of wastewater treat- 
ment. 

The use of alternative fuel 
saves about $400,000 per year. 

EBMUD’s Elmer E. Ross Co- 
generation Plant, located at the 
wastewater treatment plant near 
the base of the Bay Bridge, can 
run on biogas, natural gas or 
both. 
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Dedicated in 1983 in honor of 
a former EBMUD director, it gen- 
erated about half of the power 
needed for wastewater treatment. 
Since then, the district has added 
several energy conservation pro- 
jects and more biogas storage ca- 
pacity to maximize renewable en- 
ergy. 

In addition to burning biogas 
for energy, EBMUD operates 
high-efficiency micro-turbines at 
its Oakland administration build- 
ing and Adeline Maintenance 
Center. The Adeline center also 
has solar panels. 

EBMUD serves 640,000 
wastewater customers in the East 
Bay and provides drinking water 
for 1.3 million people in Contra 
Costa and Alameda counties.

ANY HAPPY returns to 
Mies Martin of 
Berkeley, who will cele- 


brate her 100th birthday on 
Christmas Day. 

Of course, she won't be here 
to celebrate it. She'll be on a 
cruise ship off the coast of 
Mexico, partying the night 
away. 

Since she won't be available 
on the big day, more than 150 
friends and family came from 
all over the country to throw 
her a birthday bash at North- 
brae Community Church on 
Saturday. They included two 
children, six grandchildren, 
eight great-grandchildren, and 
seven great-great-grandchil- 
dren, all devoted to their 
beloved “Nana.” 

“When I ran away from 
home at age 16, who do you 
think I ran to?” says grand- 
daughter Mimi Cornelius of 
Belvedere, who now has grand- 
children of her own. “I was so 
mad at my parents, but Nana 
let me be me.” 

“We'd go to Nana’s house 
and have a great time making 
an absolute mess of the place,” 
recalls another granddaughter, 
Jan Hedman of Nevada City. 
“Nana never got mad. She just 
loved it.” 

Marion Church was born in 
Victoria, B.C., in 1903. Her fa- 
ther died when she was 3, and 
her mother moved the family to 
Berkeley. 

“She thought a university 
town would be a good place to 
bring up kids because it would 
be quiet,” says Martin. “Little 
did she know!” 

From an early age she 
showed an unmistakable artis- 
tic talent, which earned her a 
full scholarship to the Califor- 
nia College of Arts and Crafts. 
She still works at her art every 
day, painting, sculpting, throw- 
ing pots, or her latest passion, 
arranging flowers. 

In 1918, when she was 15, a 
devastatingly handsome boy 
named Hugh Martin moved 
next door. Sparks flew immedi- 
ately, and two years later — de- 
fying their parents, who 
thought they were too young — 
they eloped. 

Everyone said it wouldn't 
last, and they were right: It

The secret of her longevity?

Currently, cars, SUVs and other 
light trucks use up to 8 million barrels of 
oil every day. 

The United States spends $200,000 a 
minute buying foreign oil overseas. Some 
50 percent of the passenger vehicles 
bought in the United States are light 
trucks and SUVs. The miles per gallon of 
an SUV is 21. This is not helping the U.S. 
debt, which is already too high. 

Scientists at MIT have found a way to 
almost double the mpg just by using a 
different engine. This technology will turn 
the engine off when the car is stopped at 
a stop light and then restarts it without 
any wait. This technology could add only 
$1,400 to the sticker price. It would be 
worth it because the car owner would 
save $500 a year on gas.

Small-town library bustling in Northwest

HENEVER I travel, I 
visit local libraries. 
Most recently, I visited 


one in Dayton, Wash., a town 
of 2,715 that is the largest city 
in Columbia County. There was 
only one desk and one person 
helping people, so I ap- 
proached her and told her that 
I am a librarian from California 
and then asked her if she does 
everything — checking out 
books and answering reference 
questions. 

She smiled and said, yes, 
she is the director and she has 
one other employee, a library 
assistant and then a backup 
person. She is, she said, only 
the fourth library director this 
town library has had since the 
library’s beginning in 1927: 
The first director stayed 29 
years, the next seven, the next 
26 years, and she’s been there 
14, 

As I talked to her, I noticed 
the colorful displays of books 
and library information, includ- 
ing several contests. A dedi- 
cated volunteer does those, she

told me. I was at the library 
about half an hour and it was 
pleasure to see how busy and 
friendly this small tibrary is. 

My next stop was to the 
train depot, which came highly 
recommended as one of the 
highlights of the town. This old 
station is also the local history 
museum and so has extensive 
information about Dayton and 
the surrounding area. Joann 
Whitmore was our friendly 
guide and she knew an amaz- 
ing amount about the history of 
Dayton. She guided us through 
the depot, explaining how it 
came to be where it is and how 
it was used. 

We learned that the depot 
was built in 1881, and in 1899 
was moved to its present site 
on roller logs pulled by horses. 
We saw the upstairs, where the 
stationmaster slept and ate. 
Two three-sided bay windows, 
one upstairs and one down- 
stairs, provided the stationmas- 
ter with a view of the tracks — 
I loved standing at the desk 
and looking down the tracks. 


There was also an old-fashioned pencil 
sharpener on the desk — it looked a lot 
like a potato peeler, with the pencil held in 
place as you turn the handle. It was 
slower and less efficient than an electric 
model — and I'd love to have one.

We also found out that the 
Green Giant Asparagus can- 
nery is in Dayton and it sup- 
plies 37 percent of the world’s 
canned asparagus, which is in- 
credible, although it fits in with 
eastern Washington’s fame as 
an agricultural center. 


When we finished the tour, 
Joann asked us questions about 
where we live and how we 
came to be in Dayton. It turns 
out she writes about visitors to 
the depot in a weekly column 
for the local paper, the “Dayton 
Chronicle.” 

This paper, run by Jack 
Williams, has been serving 
Dayton and Columbia County 
since 1878 and has always de- 


livered — on time — to every- 
one, except for two occasions: 
After a fire in the 1880s and in 
1989 due to a power outage. 
Not a bad record — late once 
every hundred years!

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True date of Jesus’ birth impossible to pinpoint 


@ Local theologians and 
scientists give the story of 
Christmas close inspection

When was Jesus really born? 
The date we observe was chosen 
around the sixth century by an 
ancient theologian and as- 
tronomer named Dionysus Ex- 
iguus. But today’s theologians 
and astronomers think he was 
off by a few years. 

“They didn’t have birth cer- 
tificates in Jesus’ day,” says 
William Countryman, professor 
of Biblical studies at the Church 
Divinity School, part of the Grad- 
uate Theological Union at UC 
Berkeley. “And the people who 
knew him as an adult wouldn’t 
have had access to that infor- 
mation anyway. Besides, they 
wouldn’t have cared; his birth 
was less important to them than 
his death and resurrection.” 

Only two of the four Gospels 
talk about Jesus’ birth: Matthew 
and Luke. And though they were 
probably written within a few 
years of each other, they differ 
in some important details. 

“Matthew says Jesus was born 
during the reign of Herod the 
Great, and we know from Roman 
records that Herod died in 4 
B.C.,” says Countryman. “So if 
Matthew was right, Jesus was at 
least 4 years old in what we call 
the year zero. 

“On the other hand, Luke says 
Jesus was born while the Roman 
consul Quirinus was governor of 
Syria, and we know Quirinus 
wasn’t governor until 6 A.D. 
That’s a difference of 10 years.” 

The scientific evidence is also 
mixed, “Astronomers have long 
wondered whether the Star of 
Bethlehem could provide a clue,” 
says Ryan Diduck, head as- 
tronomer at the Chabot Space 
and Science Center in Oakland. 
“Johannes Keppler thought it was 
a supernova. But that’s dis- 
counted nowadays because the 
Chinese and Japanese kept very 
good records, and there’s no 
mention of one.” 

Could it have been a comet? 
“Not likely. Comets were univer- 
sally seen as bad omens, and it’s 
unlikely the Gospel writers would 
use a comet to herald the birth 
of a king or savior.” 

That leaves the third possi- 
bility: a planetary conjunction. 

“A couple stand out,” says 
Diduck. “On June 17, 2 B.C., 
there was a triple conjunction of 
Jupiter, Venus and the star Reg- 
ulus, Jupiter and Venus are the 
two brightest planets in the sky. 
Their combined light, plus that 
of Regulus, must have made 
quite an impression. 
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views on the story of the Christmas Star. 


“Another possibility is a con- 
junction in 7 B.C. between Jupiter 
and Saturn in the constellation of 
Pisces, the fish. And we all know 
that the fish became a symbol of 
Christianity at about the time the 
Gospels were written.” 

In short, a definitive answer 
is more elusive than ever. 

“All we can say for sure is that 
we don’t know, because our two 
sources don’t agree,” says Coun- 
tryman. “That’s upsetting for 
some people, but not for me be- 
cause I never expected that kind 
of detail out of Scripture in the 
first place.” 

His colleague at GTU, Jean- 
Franois Racine, assistant profes- 
sor at the Jesuit School of The- 
ology, agrees. 

“We can only guess because 
the authors aren't around to say, 
“You got it right,” he says. “But 
I think the more significant ques- 
tion is ‘What’s the meaning of 
these stories?’ 

“Look at the differences. In 
Matthew, Joseph is the center of 
the story; there’s almost no men- 
tion of Mary. In Luke, Mary is the 
star; she’s the one who is visited 
by the angel. In Matthew, that’s 
Joseph’s prerogative. 

“Matthew describes the Magi 
following the Christmas star, as 
well as the slaughter of the in- 
nocents. Luke has none of that. 
He has the shepherds, which ap- 
pear nowhere in Matthew, visit- 
ing Jesus in a manger. In 
Matthew, you get the impression 
that Jesus was born in a house.” 

Racine and Countryman say 
the difference is due to the fact 
that Matthew and Luke had dif- 
ferent agendas. 

“Matthew presents Jesus as 
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the Messiah expected by the 
Jews,” Racine says. “They already 
had the job description in Isaiah, 
and Matthew is saying, ‘Look at 
your job description; Jesus fits in 
every detail.’ So Jesus is pre- 
sented as a Moses-type person 
who is the best interpreter of the 
Jewish law you could ever get. 

“Luke, on the other hand, em- 
phasizes Jesus’ universality. Hav- 
ing the shepherds in the forefront 
tells us much. The best word to 
describe shepherds in the first 
century A.D. is ‘bums.’ They 
were the marginal, the dispos- 
sessed, the ones who couldn't get 
jobs doing anything else. Luke 
revels in the irony that the first 
people to get the big news aren’t 
big shots like the Magi in 
Matthew, it’s women and shep- 
herds, the bottom of the social 
ladder.” 


Countryman agrees. “This 
was deliberate on Luke’s part. He

the social conventions. It was a 
protest against the Church Lady, 
if you will — people who are ter- 
ribly religious and self-satisfied 
and lord it over everybody.” 

So do these discrepancies be- 
tween the Gospels mean they’re 
wrong? 

“Not at all,” says Racine. 
“None of them is false. But none 
of them has the whole picture ei- 
ther. Jesus is someone difficult 
to encompass totally. I mean, 
who knows you totally? If I were 
to ask your mother, I'd get one 
picture. If I were to ask your bud- 
dies at a sports bar, I'd get a dif- 
ferent one. And so on. And if 
that’s true for us, how much 
more true must that be of Jesus?”

In “Twelve Days,’ a cry for fey

“The Twelve Days of Christ- 
mas” might be just a children’s 
ditty today, but 400 years ago it 
had a much more serious mean- 
ing. 

“It was a secret code, sending 
hidden messages of hope to a 
downtrodden people,” says 
Brother John Samaha, a Marian 
monk and retired high school 
teacher in the Diocese of Oak- 
land (which encompasses all of 
Alameda and Contra Costa coun- 
ties). 

The song was composed in 
the late 16th century, during the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth I. 

“She has a great image today, 
but the truth is she was pretty 
awful to Catholics,” says Samaha. 
“They were forced to practice 
their religion in secret, on pain 
of death. Every large Catholic 
home in England had a ‘priest 
hole,’ where they hid priests from 
the Queen’s soldiers. It was about 
the size of the hole Saddam Hus- 
sein was found in last weekend.” 

Most alarming of all, Catholics 
were forbidden to teach the faith 
to their children, endangering the 
religion’s long-term survival. 

“So they composed ‘The 
Twelve Days of Christmas,” says 
Samaha. “The disguised mean- 
ing of the song’s gifts was actu- 
ally a mini-catechism to help chil- 
dren remember the basic lessons 
of their faith. For instance, the 
‘true love’ isn’t a human 
boyfriend, it’s God Himself.” 

And, says Samaha, each pre- 
sent represents one of the tenets 
of the faith. To wit:

teas are brought in, it doesn’t 
shock the flavor of the tea, so to 
speak,” he explained. 

He poured the tea into a 
larger cup and then poured that 
into the tea pot. The liquid, offi- 
cially brewed after waiting about 
a minute, was then poured into 
a decanter. Finally, it was poured 
into tiny cups for tasting. 

The nuances of the flavor are 
revealed as the tea is brewed a 
second and third time. 

Yu said members have taken 


field trips to other tea shops to 
learn about the flavor, presenta- 
tion and ceremonial aspects of 
tea and largely meet on their own 
with little adult interference. 

“They’re tea connoisseurs,” 
Yu said. ”The kids are interested. 
They all have a good ability to 
taste and distinguish tea, and are 
able to brew it.” 

Several parents sat and talked 
to Yu while youngsters tasted 
their tea. 

“Tt's almost like a science club, 
they’re mixing up their potions 
here,” parent David Zaidman 
said. “I didn’t know there was so 
much to teach.” 

Yu said brewing tea is some-

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‘Winterize’ your home with ligh 


HOME DEPOT 

No season challenges Ameri- 
cans in as many ways as does 
winter. With shorter days and 
colder nights, our instincts tell us 
to retreat to our homes. It is no 
wonder most of us feel cooped 
up, cold and cranky during the 
winter? 

Like a plant, we wilt without 
enough sunlight. 

“One of the reasons people 
feel sluggish during the winter is 
because they don’t get enough 
sunlight,” said Mark Roush, an 
architect and lighting designer 
with Philips Lighting Company. 
“With shorter days, many feel 
they never see the sun, and that 
can be very depressing, Tricking 
our bodies into feeling we have 
sunlight is a surefire way to 
boost spirits in the winter.” 

In prepping for winter, it is pos- 
sible to “winterize with light,” ac- 
cording to Roush. 

Home Depot design specialist 
Karen Thompson agrees. “Begin 
with a new light bulb here or new 
fixture there to open up a room,” 
suggests Thompson. 

Additional tips to help lighten 
up the home include: 

Bring an artificial sky in your 
kitchen using indirect light 
sources. For a wonderful, warm 
effect, install fluorescent bulbs 
above kitchen cabinets to bounce 
light off the ceiling. This creates 
an artificial sky spreading light 
evenly throughout the kitchen and 
making it feel more like summer. 

Keep the dark out and light 
in with brightly colored drapes. 
Light escapes into the night 
through an uncovered window. 
By installing bright drapes, you 
trap the light in your room, mak- 
ing it “warmer.” The bright colors 
lift your mood as well, a decep- 
tively easy fix. 

Add a dramatic visual effect 
in the living room by up-lighting 
plants. For about $20, use a 
Philips Halogena spotlight and a 
canned lighting fixture to shine 
light up through the plants’ 
leaves. This creates dynamic 
shadows along the walls and a 
pocket of light to brighten up the 
room. 

Replace incandescent bulbs 
with halogen bulbs. Replacing 
yellowish incandescent bulbs with

sparkling white halogen bulbs 
gives any room that added 
“oomph” to makes every day feel 
more summery. Start by changing 
the bulbs in your table lamps. 

Wake up feeling refreshed in 
the morning with lamps set on 
timers. Ever wonder why you feel 
more awake on summer morn- 
ings? Sunlight helps our brains 
produce serotonin, a chemical 
that physically makes us stay 
awake. Hence, darker winter 
mornings make it much more dif- 
ficult to wake up and get going. 

Wake up easier by setting your 
bedside lamp on an automatic 
timer to turn on five minutes prior 
to your alarm. 

Create more spacious envi- 
ronments with color and light. 
Installing halogen downlights 
away from your wall splashes 


light upon it, accenting the wall’s , 


natural color and making the 
room appear to be larger. This ef- 
fect is called “wall-washing.” 

Leave your lights on more 
often with a compact fluores- 
cent bulb. During the winter your 
lights are on 2-3 more hours than 
during the rest of the year, and a 
standard light bulb only lasts 
about three months when used 
an average of four hours a day. 
The Philips’ Marathon line of com- 
pact fluorescent bulbs will last for 
up to seven years and save up to 
75 percent in energy usage, so 
you can leave them on without 
worrying about changing them 
during the winter or sky-rocketing 
bills. 

It’s called mood lighting for 
a reason. Illumination plays a 
major role in setting the tone of a 
space, enhancing its function and 
making you feel comfortable. 

Lighting falls into three cate- 
gories: ambient, task and accent 
lighting. Well-lit rooms will feature 
a combination of the three, allow-

When the market is rocketing 
upward at a dizzying pace, pric- 
ing mistakes can go unpunished. 
During an intense seller's market, 
overpriced listings still sell, some- 
times for outrageous sums. 

Today's market, which remains 
quite active, is not as frenzied as 
at its peak. For buyers, this is 
good news, For some sellers, the 
biggest problem is still thinking 
they can dictate price. They even- 
tually discover that, despite the 
strength of their convictions, it is 
the market that determines value, 
not their hopes, dreams or needs. 
Over time, the market will “nor- 
malize” and this concept will gain 
in significance. 


Not heeding advice 


Not long ago, an experienced, 
local Realtor had been in contact 
with an area homeowner for more 
than a year, in preparation for list- 
ing the home. The property was 
extremely spacious and located in 
an excellent location, near shop- 
ping and good schools. Unfortu- 
nately, it was a style that is not 
prized by most buyers. 

During the pre-marketing pe- 
riod, the seller made numerous, 
costly improvements to the prop- 
erty, without ever seeking the 
agent's advice on which items 
were worth the investment and 
which were not. When complete, 
the house had some desirable 
features and a number of draw- 
backs, 

As the months went by, in or- 
der to give the seller a better feel 
for pricing, the Realtor offered to 
show him new listings he felt 
were comparable to the seller's. 
The seller rebuffed those efforts, 
saying he knew the market. 

When all the work was com- 
plete and it was time to list, the 
agent asked what price the seller 
had in mind. The seller pro- 
claimed a price his agent felt was 
above reality — by about 
$200,000. In response, the real 
estate professional suggested 
what he considered an asking 
price that would elicit interest and 
offers. 

The seller, who liked the agent, 
said he would list for the higher 
price and not a penny less. Not 
wanting a grossly overpriced list- 


ing, the agent recommended that 
the seller list with someone else. 
A short time later, the home was 
listed - for $100,000 less than the 
seller's original price, but 
$100,000 more than the first 
agent's opinion of value. Eventu- 
ally, the price was lowered by an- 
other $100,000 and the property 
sold slightly above the now realis- 
tic number. 

There are three points to this 
story: 

1) Had the seller listed at the 
lowest price initially, he would 
have had a chance of multiple of- 
fers, and, ultimately, a higher re- 
turn to him, At the very least, it 
would have sold sooner. 

2) Choose your Realtor care- 
fully, and, once you decide, rely 
on his or her pricing advice. This 
should, of course, be substanti- 
ated with a Comparative Market 
Analysis. Why hire a professional 
if you are not willing to accept his 
or her advice? 

3) The value of your home is 
independent of your opinion. It is 
what it is. The best agents do not 
have the emotional investment 
you have and they can be objec- 
tive and rational. 


Reverse thinking 


Sometimes, out of need or 
stubbornness, sellers refuse to 
acknowledge what is right in front 
of them. Every agent who has 
been in the business for awhile 
has talked with sellers who say, 
“The house across the street sold 
for “X,” and, if it sold for that, my 
house must be worth “Y" (much 
more). 

These kinds of statements are 
invariably wrong, but it is not easy 
to tell this to a seller without up- 
setting him or causing him to be-

lieve you do not like his house 
No matter how tactfully put, a 
seller who has made up his mind 
will not hear anything contrary. 
When the styles are not compati- 
ble, i.e., the neighbor's house is a 
more popular style, and prices 
are leveling off (the other house 
sold nine months ago and the 
market is now cooler), it is even 
more difficult to convince the 
seller of the truth. 

The ultimate backwards think- 
ing is when a seller says his 
house did not sell because it was 
listed too low. The argument is

It must have taken the teachers 
hours to cut all those strips. They 
needed lots of patience to survive 
a room full of five year olds and 
all that paste.” 

Not all cultures used toys for 
stocking stuffers. With lots of toys 
under the tree and sweets of 
every kind offered, some stock- 
ings were loaded with what we 
would call today “healthy treats”. 
Tangerines and walnuts were fre- 
quently used to fill the colorful 
socks,

that all the “good” buyers did not 
make an offer because they 
thought something was wrong 
with the house. 

Usually, this lack of logic is from 
an individual trying to justify a 
locked-in belief about the-price. In 
reality, agents with buyers ask 
about condition. 

If the listing is in the Multiple 
Listing Service and it has received 
full marketing and exposure, it is 
implausible that it did not sell be- 
cause of underpricing. People 
love bargains, and if something is 
a “deal,” they will try to buy it 
quickly, before someone else dis- 
covers it. This usually leads to 
multiple offers, raising the price. 


Factors influencing price 


Sellers generally do not think 
about many of the variables con- 
sidered by real estate experts 
when it comes to pricing. The fol- 
lowing is a list of some of the 
items that can usually add to the 
value of a home. A lack of these 
features tends to diminish the 
selling price:

—a bad luck totem — and asks 
for coffee, he no longer has any 
hope there will be any cream left 
in the pitcher the bartender of- 
fers him.

The movie, which marks the 
feature debut of writer/director 
Wayne Kramer, is about what 
happens when a full-time pro- 
fessional loser like Bernie gets a 
taste of the positive. A few days 
efore he’s due to quit his job, a 
pretty casino waitress named Na- 
talie (Maria Bello) starts paying 
attention to him and suddenly, 
Bernie’s luck changes. He’s in 
love; there’s cream in the pitcher 
and hope for the future. 
' “The Cooler” isn’t a great 
movie, but it has an offbeat glee 
that lends it considerable charm. 
At its core is the concept that 
Someone with no luck at all will 
relish the sweetness of success 
that much more once he gets a 
taste of it. And he’ll fight harder 
to hold onto it, against all odds. 
For Bernie’s change in fortune 
disrupts not only his own life, but 
that of his very dangerous boss, 
Shelly Kaplow (Alec Baldwin), 
who needs him to stay as he is. 
Shelly is an old-fashioned Vegas 
guy. He’s completely ignored the 
1990s movement to make Vegas 
a-family town, complete with re- 
sorts that cater to kids’ desires. 
He believes Vegas is for gambling, 
and gambling is for grownups. 
Even his headlining act, a heroin- 
addicted singer (Paul Sorvino), 
harks back to the olden days; he 
sounds like Sinatra.

Shelly may be tough, but he’s 
still superstitious. He believes in 
the concept of a cooler, and so 
Bernie’s impending departure has 
him worried. He’s also dealing 
with “corporate,” in the form of a 
young business school type (Ron 
Livingston) who wants to bring the 
Shangri-La into the 21st century. 

Macy is the star, of course, 
and he’s his usual graceful, deft 
self, embracing the character so 
thoroughly, you forget he has 
ever played anything but a loser. 
But Bernie is a less showy part 
than the chilling Shelly, which 
explains why Baldwin manages 
to steal the show. 

The actor seems to have 
found his niche playing bad guys. 
Baldwin was the only thing 
worth watching in the awful “The 
Cat in the Hat,” and he’s already 
gained some deserved critical at- 
tention for his supporting turn in 


he played so well in “Glengarry 
Glen Ross,” where he held his 
own against great actors like Al 
Pacino and Jack Lemmon. Every 
nasty, manipulative, cruel thing 
Shelly does, Baldwin seems to 
savor like a truffle melting on his 
tongue. 

Maria Bello also deserves 
some recognition for her contri- 
butions to the film. She started 
her career on “ER,” then backed 
away from the easy, pretty-girl 
parts (which a woman of her 
great beauty could easily rely on) 
and made some offbeat choices, 
playing second fiddle to Gwyneth 
Paltrow in the dismal “Duets,” 
taking her clothes off with Ben 
Stiller in “Permanent Midnight,” 
and playing Bob Crane’s trophy 
wife in “Auto Focus.” 

This role presents yet another 
twist; her Natalie is a little dumb 
and quite goofy, but there’s some- 
thing wonderful about her 
earnestness. Her racy (and 
funny) sex scenes with Macy are 
likely to get all the buzz, but 
that’s not really fair. It’s the love 
story that lingers in the mind. 

There are a few weak notes 
in “The Cooler.” Shawn Hatosy 
is way too over the top as 
Bernie’s long-lost son Mikey, and 
the whole subplot involving his 
character feels like a bad tangent. 
Kramer only half-succeeds with 
his goofball finish, too. It’s half 
playful and half dark and con- 
templative, and you walk out 
wondering how, and if, the two 
halves fit together at all.

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‘Mona Lisa’ fails to sell its inspirational then,

The 1950s-era “Mona Lisa 
Smile” falls within the parameters 
of the inspiration-in-academia 
genre, like “Dead Poets Society” 
or “To Sir, With Love,” but it of- 
fers only a tepid sort of inspira- 
tion. Although the movie touts the 
beginnings of the feminist move- 
ment, today’s woman is unlikely 
to leave the movie feeling any bra- 
burning urges. More likely she'll 
want to know where she can get 
some fabulous vintage jewelry and 
clothes like those worn by the 
movie's star, Julia Roberts. 

Roberts plays Katherine Wat- 
son, a young art history profes- 
sor from California who, in the 
fall of 1953, has just realized her 
great career ambition to teach at 
Wellesley College. 

But apparently Katherine has- 
n’t done much research on the 
place. Not long after she alights 
from her train, blooming with bo- 
hemian idealism, she discovers 
to her dismay that Wellesley is 
not an academic mecca. It’s full 
of stuck-up smartie-pants on the 
fast track to getting their M.R.S. 
degrees. They parrot the text- 
book and treat her as if she were 
the incompetent upstairs maid. 

The administration is made 
up of even bigger snobs, and the 
other professors seem like a 
bunch of spineless dullards, un- 
interested in challenging either 
their students or the status quo. 
Even “he resident hottie, Italian 


professor Bill Dunbar (Dominic !DEALISTIC KATHERINE WATSON (Julia Roberts, above, right, seated left) is disappointed when she discovers her students’ (including Julia Stiles, Sealed 


West), doesn’t take chances. 
Moreover, in this college town, 
it’s tough to find a boardinghouse 
where gentlemen callers are al- 
lowed to visit. It’s all so dreary, 
Katherine looks as though she’d 
like to turn on her heel and run 
back to the wilder West. 

Instead, she soldiers on. She 
tosses out the established syllabus, 
takes the girls on field trips to New 
York studios to see Jackson Pol- 
lock paintings up close, and will- 
ingly answers their questions about 
her unusual lifestyle. Mostly, they 
want to know why she’s not mar- 
ried. Her answer, like the movie, is 
mild and nonthreatening, far from 
strident. It’s not that she would feel 
held back by marriage and chil- 
dren, but that she has not yet felt 
the urge to settle down. Nor has 
she met the right person. 

In contrast, a number of her 
students, like the prim and sanc- 
timonious Betty (Kirsten Dunst) 
or her patrician best buddy Joan 
(Julia Stiles), are already engaged 
or about to be.

aphragm, finds Professor Watson's 
lifestyle appealing in the slightest. 

But Katherine grows on them, 
of course, as any Julia Roberts char- 
acter does. The movie, which was 
directed by Mike Newell passes by 
pleasantly, if not particularly event- 
fully, in a haze of tweeds, sweaters 
and late-night confabs in pajamas.

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a sad, needy girl (she’s hung up 
over the roguish Italian professor, 
who has eyes only for Katherine), 
but shows unexpected compas- 
sion and depth later in the film. 
Katherine’s housemate, the fussy 
etiquette teacher Nancy (Marcia 
Gay Harden, in her third strong 
supporting role of the year), is 
also rather a dear. 

But having sketched out these 
characters for us, the film does- 
n't do enough with them. Joan re- 
mains a puzzle, Dunst can’t sell 
us the shrewish Betty’s change of 
heart, and the script deserts Con- 
stance and Nancy. Nor is there 
much evidence that Katherine has 
made anything but a small dif- 
ference in the Wellesley women’s 
lives. A voice-over might tell us 
so, but there’s no great dramatic 
moment to convince us. 

As for Katherine, there’s an 
intriguing hint at her psyche 
from the Italian professor, but it’s 
never followed up on. By the 
time we say goodbye to her and 
that gorgeous, un-Mona Lisa-like 
grin, we’re still not sure that she 
could start any trend but a mad 
dash for turquoise earrings.

“The money varies (be- 
tween bands), but obviously 
those coming in with more clout 
make more,” he said. Tower is 
also focusing on exclusive-rights 
deals, so if people want a partic- 
ular item, they have to buy from 
them.

ICP probably makes more 
from merchandising than its less- 
than-spectacular CD sales.

KISS is seen as a 
ground-breaker in a growing 
business: “The band has had a 
profound effect on the business,” 
Champion says.

Cinder Block started out in 1989 
as a small shop making T-shirts 
for local bands. The company has 
grown into a national merchan- 
dising powerhouse, handling as- 
pects of gear for AFI, Green Day, 
Radiohead, Jay-Z, and the Goo 
100 Dolls, among others. 

“Over the course of three 
years, this company has gone 
from 30 people to 100-plus,” says 
Carol Gray, assistant to co- 
founder and former Tilt guitarist 
Jeffery Bischoff. “It’s growing by 
leaps and bounds. Realistically, 
we’re taking more risks, and kids 
want edgier stuff.

Mitra, who also plays in a 
“comedy band” that backs up the 
monthly “Late Night With God” 
spoof at El Rio nightclub in the 
Mission, says of his musical col- 
lective “we've got bluegrass play- 
ers, classical players, and 
acoustic soul band players.

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ples of more than 2 million 
songs, reviews and other related 
content, allowing users to zap bar 
codes on CDs and hear samples 
of music. It also allows customers 
to maintain a music library to 
keep track of what they like. 

It’s not something people can 
buy. It’s just another tool to bring 
people into the stores; another 
way to get people to see all the 
other items Virgin now features. 

“When we were buying lots of 
music in the ’70s, we didn’t have 
much technology,” Branson said. 
“We were into clothing. What’s 
happening now is that people 
have diversified their needs 
more.” 

That may not be healthy for 
the corner record store that does- 
n't have the shelf space for gad- 
gets and quirky accessories. 
Some of the bigger ones do, and 
must utilize it better to survive. 

“Unless you invest and are 
bold, you will die in any indus- 
try,” Branson said. 

Especially in this one.

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The photographs of Diane 
Arbus have been controversial 
for decades, but the truth of 
her images can’t be denied. 
More than 200 of her photos 
are currently on display at the 
San Francisco Museum of 
Modern Art. If you explore just 
a portion of the show, you’ll be 
convinced that Arbus wasn’t 
exploiting freakish people, but 
conveying their unique quali- 
ties and compelling us to enter 
their world. 

I found myself drawn to 
simple, timeless Arbus images 
that nobody would consider 
shocking: the luminous face of 
a crying baby — the essence of 
crying babies — and a teenage 
couple standing arm in arm in 
their winter coats, looking un- 
cannily like the old people they 
will become. 

An artist who gets to the 
truth in a very different way is 
Mark Rothko. By now, on re- 
peated visits, I’ve probably 
stared for hours at one of his 
paintings in particular, a piece 
that is part of the museum’s 
permanent collection. 

The wall-size painting is 
from 1960, with orange and 
blue fields of color that seem to 
pulsate over a maroon back- 
ground. It’s easy to become 
hypnotized by this work; sitting 
on a bench in front of it, your 
field of vision becomes almost 
filled. 

Rothko declared that his 
aim was to remove all obstacles 
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between the painter and the 

idea, and between the idea and 
the viewer. He does for me, and 
the search for truth in his work 
feels almost like a religious ex- 
perience. (Maybe I need to visit 
the Rothko Chapel in Houston.) 


Sometimes the truth blasts 
out at you from unexpected 
places. Fred Wilson’s exhibit 
early this year at the UC Berke- 
ley Art Museum looked at his- 
tory from an African-American 
perspective. One installation 
was made up of objectshe | 
found at the Maryland Histori- 
cal Society: four elaborate 19th 
century chairs and, placed like 
a crucifix in front of them, a 
whipping post. 

Just after the first anniver- 
sary of the 9/11 terrorist at- ~ 
tacks, the Bedford Gallery in 
Walnut Creek presented an ex- 
hibit filled with images of loss 
and hope. There were plenty of 
heartfelt, handcrafted twin tow- 
ers and patriotic symbols. 

But the image that still 
haunts me came from Oakland 
artist Raymond Saunders. It 
was a simple, black and white 
painting of what looked like an 
ancient urn, just unearthed. At: 
the same time it resembled the 
objects photographed near 
ground zero, covered with a 
layer of dust and ash. 


Saunders found the heart of 
the story in a single object, 
and, as Eleanor Coppola might 
suggest, he found a way to 
honor our truth.

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Greed unravels 
KRON’s news 


T’S AN UNEASY holiday 
[sxx for the folks at 

KRON-TV news. 

Talking to the staff there, 
one gets the feeling that the 
indy station’s not renewing 
Emerald Yeh’s contract may just 
be the beginning. The capable, 
well-liked Yeh leaves the station 
this week after 18 years as a 
KRON anchor and reporter. 

“If Emerald’s going, who's 
next?” says one veteran Channel 
4 newshand. “The station’s losing 
money. They’re snipping away.” 

And just this week, a second 
anchor left the station — 10- 
year KRON veteran forecaster 
Lisa Argen, who'd been working 
on the station's morning news- 
cast. 

The station’s first-rate 11:30 
a.m. and 4 p.m. newscasts are 
now history, and even more in- 
fomercials (and “to be an- 
nounced” program listings) 
seem inevitable at the once- 
proud former NBC affiliate, 
which has gone from looking 
like a BMW to resembling a 
wheezing Chevy Citation in 
two years. A few months ago, 
KRON also dropped its 5 a.m. 
newscast, filling the spot with 
reruns of Rob Black’s amateur- 
ish-looking local money show. 

“People are uneasy,” confirms 
a KRON news staffer. “And peo- 
ple are making audition tapes. 
We thought we were going to be 
OK when Young Broadcasting 
took over two years ago, but 
now that we’re cutting news, 
even our writers and producers 
are getting worried.” 

It also doesn’t help the 
morale at KRON’s once-proud 
news staff that its weekend 11 
p.m. newscast has a sleazy and 
vulgar dating show, “Elimidate,” 
as its lead-in. “Those are two en- 
tirely different audiences,” says 
one dismayed KRON staffer. 
“What an embarrassment.” 

I then asked a top exec at a 
rival local TV station with a rep- 
utation for industry savvy about 
all the problems at KRON. 

Was KRON worth the record 
$735 million in cash Young paid 
for it a little over two years ago? 

“No way,” says the exec, 
“but whatever the sellers were 
asking, NBC should have paid 
it. Now they’re stuck with 
Channel 11, but it’s still a sta- 
tion in San Jose,” the veteran 
TV exec said with a sigh. 

“NBC clearly held them up,” 
he says of the network’s subse- 
quent demands that Young pay 
it a hefty price to continue get- 
ting NBC’s programs after NBC 
failed to outbid Young for the 
station. “But they still should 
have paid it. Whatever they’re 
making now is a whole lot less 
than Young would be making 
with NBC programming.” 

As for the popular bald advice 
guru, the exec says, “Sure, ‘Dr. 
Phil’ is getting good ratings. But 
Young is paying a ton of money 
for that show. Believe me, I 
know. KRON also recently 
bought the rights to ‘Sex and the 
City,’ and that didn’t come cheap, 
either. It doesn’t surprise me that 
they’re now cutting back.” 

Channel 4 has been on the 
block for two years now — 
Young recently dumped the inde- 
pendent L.A. station it owns. But 
so far, no takers to buy KRON. 

“They’re asking too much,” 
says the savvy exec, “and Wall 
Street has begun to ask a lot of 
hard questions about (owner) 
Vince Young. The fall-off in 
KRON’s revenues since he lost 
NBC’s shows has been dramatic.” 

It’s sad to see what’s hap- 
pened — what’s still happening 
— to KRON and its once-proud 
news department. And it’s all 
because of greed.

@ Music stores take a 
novelty approach to the 
digital music era

Just because your Internet-pi- 
rating, iPod-wielding 15-year-old 
gets all his music online doesn’t 
mean Santa can’t give the gift of 
music this year. 

Of course, at more than 
$4,000, the KISS coffin is a bit 
pricey. 

Try the mall’s hearty assort- 
ment of Metallica bobble-heads. 
Or maybe a Joey Ramone action 
figure. 

It’s true. The retail music in- 
dustry is finally starting to fight 
the effects of Internet downloads, 
armed with novelty items, cloth- 
ing, electronic gadgetry, col- 
lectibles — whatever they can 
stock to get the kids back. 

That’s because record stores 
can’t really get by on record sales 
anymore. CD sales are down 16 
percent this year, after a 2002 that 
saw a 9 percent drop in sales. 
While some chain record stores 


have suffered greatly since the 
late 1990s’ birth of free down- 
loads (Wherehouse closed 
roughly 200 stores nationwide 
this year), stores such as Virgin 
and Tower are scrambling to ad- 
just their approach. 


Virgin’s new look 


Virgin just reopened its San 
Francisco megastore after retool- 
ing the entire operation, adding 
previewing gadgets, download 
kiosks, a live music stage and 
even sex merchandise. The store 
will actually have more music 
than before, though music will be 
about 50 percent of the merchan- 
dise, down from 60 percent. 

Demonstrating how important 
the new packaging is to the com- 
pany, Virgin went above and be- 
yond in hyping up the reopening. 
CEO Richard Branson appeared 
to hold court with reporters amid 
a circus atmosphere including 
belly dancers and massive give- 
aways. 

“We're introducing a range of 
other products to make sure that 
the Virgin Megastore is around 
in 50 years’ time,” Branson said. 


“We were worried that it would- 
n't feel like a music store. But it 
actually feels better than it did 
before. 


“I hope we’re not here in 30 
years time saying “We're reintro- 
ducing the CD.’” 


Tower, which closed 16 stores 
nationwide last year, was still one 
of the few corporations to see the 
writing on the wall in the late ’90s. 
Tower’s nonmusic sales have 
soared nationwide, from $5 mil- 
lion in 2002 to $20 million this 
year, and that’s in spite of declin- 
ing revenues from book sales. Four 
years ago, the company’s nonmu- 
sic sales totaled just over 2 per- 
cent of its total income. That fig- 
ure will pass 8 percent this year, 
and executive vice president of re- 
tail operations Kevin Cassidy ex- 
pects it to keep growing. 


“We had to protect our mar- 
gin and address the fact that CD 
sales are down,” he said. “We’ve 
seen dramatic changes. It’s 
lifestyle (merchandise). We’re 
talking about recognizing and de- 
livering products geared toward 
that.” 


Malls muscle in 


Mall stores such as Spencer 
Gifts and Hot Topic have aggres- | 
sively moved into music-related 
action as well. Nearly an entire 
back wall of the Spencer store at 
Sunvalley mall in Concord is de- 
voted to newfound music mer- 
chandising — much of it, ironi- | 
cally, from a 30-year-old band. 

See the big KISS wall foun- 
tains ($59.99), glitter lamps and | 
flame boxes ($49.99), pool cues 
($29.99), trivia game, and string 
lights ($19.99), assuredly for that 
all-KISS Christmas tree. If the 
budget is a bit tighter, there’s al- 
ways KISS incense or magnets 
at $3.99 a pop. 

“KISS has been something 
that’s really performed for us 
the past couple years,” said 
Mike Champion, public rela- 
tions manager for about 700 
Spencer stores in the United 
States and Canada. “We've 
evolved. Music is a large part 
of people’s lives, and we’re try- 
ing to reflect that.”

Use of simplicity 


’M SURE I’m not the only 
I one who approached the 

Oakland Art Gallery’s cur- 
rent exhibit with some anxiety. 
It’s a tribute to dead and miss- 
ing children in a city that has 
been agonizing over its murder 
victims, many of them 
teenagers. 

Would it be a grim, over- 
powering reminder of urban 
violence? A wall filled with vic- 
tims’ photographs? A collec- 
tion of mementos, like the 
flowers, balloons and stuffed 
toys that appear on the side- 
walk when a child has been 
run down? 

The exhibit, “Circle of 
Memory,” was none of these 
things. Because it was simple 
and subdued, it was more awe- 
some, powerful and memo- 
rable than even those heartfelt 
displays. 

The installation was inspired 
by a trip artist Eleanor Coppola 
and photographer Jean Mc- 
Mann made to Ireland, where 
they explored ancient stone 
structures that may have been 
used for rituals marking death 
and renewal. These “cairns” 
had narrow passages leading to 


templelike rooms. 


The gallery’s version is 


built of bales of straw, with a 
small central room for medita- 
tion. In that area, a thin rib- 
bon of salt falls from the ceil- 
ing and mounds into a cone 
on the floor. It’s a brilliant

concept, depicting nothing in 
particular and everything in 
general. 

The mood among visitors 
has been quiet and somber. 
Some have returned again and 
again, according to gallery 
staff. It’s not just an Oakland 
thing — the exhibit, which runs 
through Saturday, has drawn 
people from throughout the 
Bay Area. 

“Circle of Memory” reaf- 
firmed for me the wide-reach- 
ing power of simplicity in a 
work of art. Sometimes an 
artist’s most creative act is not 
“building” something, but strip- 
ping away everything extrane- 
ous. And the simplest works, 
like prehistoric sculpture, have 
a power to get to the root of 
our experiences. 

The exhibit also revealed 
something unexpected. In an 
interview just after the open- 
ing, Coppola said she didn’t 
know what effect “Circle of 
Memory” would have, but she 
thought it could “honor our 
truth” and begin the process of 
healing. 

“We have so much hype sur- 


rounding us that it is difficult 
to have an authentic experi- 
ence,” she said. “Art tells the 
truth about us. We can recog- 
nize common experiences.” 

Such a thought-provoking 
idea, that art offered truth in a 
sea of untruth — the reverse of 
some thinking. At some point 
in our lives, a dreary apart- 
ment is the “authentic experi- 
ence.” A Chagall or Matisse 
poster provides the escape 
from reality. 

How easy it is to drift into 
thinking of art as mere decor, 
something to brighten a guest

Back home in Milford, Mass., it 
wasn't until October 1988 that he 
learned of another old Cadillac that 
was for sale by the original owner. 
“| quickly arranged to view the ve- 
hicle which was located in Water- 
bury, Conn.,” Bozzini says. 

With his son, Christopher, he 
drove to Connecticut to inspect the 
1967 Cadillac DeVille convertible 
with 103,000 miles on the odome- 
ter. After looking over the then 21- 
year-old car, Bozzini found it to be 
in good condition.

Negotiations followed and soon 
a very happy Bozzini was behind 
the steering wheel of his newly ac- 
quired Cadillac on the road home 
to Massachusetts. 

In Hartford, Conn., the big 429- 
cubic-inch V8 engine died. A little 
tinkering with the four-barrel car- 
buretor and a fresh tank of gaso- 
line got the car running all the way 
home where the carburetor was 
completely rebuilt. 

Bozzini now reports that his 
Cadillac delivers about 14 miles per 
gallon on the highway.

home to Crystal Lake and, as 
Gehrmann recalls happily, the tim- 
ing was perfect: “We got home in 
time for dinner.” 

At the conclusion of the trip he is 
happy to report that the bias-ply tires 
didn't let him down. He proudly adds 
that “the car didn't burn any oil.” 

Chevrolet offered buyers a 
choice of six V8 engines in 1967 
from the 427-cubic-inch, 385-horse- 
power engine down to the 283-cu- 
bic-inch, 195-horsepower version 
which is the V8 model that propels 
Gehrmann’s 3,625-pound Impala 


The Cadillac had a base price 
of $5,608 but, with all the extra cost 
options, the total price rose to 
$6,639.15. Schoobey Cadillac, Inc.,” 
of West Palm Beach sold the new 
car on Aug. 4, 1967, to Edward F. 
Caffery who kept it 21 years. 

For the next seven years Bozzini 
worked on restoring his Cadillac to 
like-new condition. During that pe- 
riod it was repainted the original 
Venetian Blue and both bumpers 
were removed and shipped off for 
replating. 

A new perforated Grecian White 
leather interior by Jenkins, an ex- 
act duplicate of the original, was in- 


convertible. 

Although the speedometer indi- 
cates readiness to record speeds 
up to 120 mph, he has his doubts. 
At highway speeds, Gehrmann 
says, “There's a lot of pedal left.” 

However, he concludes, “The 
transmission is the limiting factor.” 
It is a two-speed Powerglide trans- 
mission. 

The base price of the flashy 
Chevrolet was $3,097. It came 
equipped with a power-operated 
black vinyl convertible top with a 
matching black vinyl interior. Be- 


stalled. 

The worn carpet was replaced 
and a new tan convertible top was 
installed. Bozzini plans to have the 
new top out of sight most of the 
time under a white boot that 
matches the upholstery. 

The most extensive repair the 
car underwent was replacing the 
rusted-out floor of the trunk. Bozzini 
found a replacement floor pan 
which was welded in place after all 
the cancerous metal was cut away. 

Correct hoses, clamps and belts 
now are in place under the enor- 
mous engine hood, The car 
stretches 18.6-feet from the stacked 
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sides the power assisted steering 
and brakes, there is an AM radio to 
help the miles go by more pleas- 
antly. 

Gehrmann understands that he 
is the third owner of the car which 
now has been driven 129,000 miles. 

The history of the convertible 
that he was told involves the origi- 
nal owner, a man of the cloth. “His 
congregation felt it was too flashy,” 
he relates. 

Consequently, the very red con- 
vertible was sold when it was only 
a year old to the second owner who

There are a variety of reasons that peo- 
ple ride motorcycles — probably as many 
reasons as there are riders. 

Some of the reasons that motorcycles 
are appealing include; they provide eco- 
nomic fuel mileage; they take less room to 
park and store than a car; the purchase 
price is generally less than that of most 
cars; they're an expression of freedom; 
they're fun to ride; and they evoke an ad- 
venturesome image. 

There are huge differences between 


. cars and motorcycles besides size and 


weight — the most significant differences, 
however, are vulnerability and stability. Mo- 
torcycles, for the most part, require a much 
higher level of skill to operate. 

There are a number of differences in the 
types of motorcycles available.

» The dual purpose, or hybrid motorcy- 
cle category, combines the riding charac- 
teristics and capabilities of off-road bikes 
with the necessary equipment found on

operation, such as lights, signals, horn, etc. 

Keep in mind that off-road or dual pur- 
pose tires provide less traction on paved 
surfaces than specifically designed street 
tires, 

Power sources include both two-stroke 
and four-stroke motors (the latter being the 
most prevalent) which commonly range in 
size from 50cc to 1500cc plus. The major- 
ity of motorcycle engines are air-cooled, 
though many upscale models feature liq- 
uid cooling. 

Final drives may be set up in a chain, 
belt or shaft configuration. 


That pretty much covers the basics of 
available motorcycle types. Now, how do 
you select what's right for you?

Once you've addressed the above 
points satisfactorily, you need to find a rep- 
utable motorcycle dealer who will spend 
time with you in answering your questions 
and matching your needs in selecting an 
appropriate bike.

Safety Administration estimates that 
approximately 40,000 nonfatal in- 
juries and 1,550 fatalities are caused 
each year by car accidents involv- 
ing drowsy drivers. 

» Several factors can lead to 
drowsy driving. The lack of a good 
Hight’s rest before a long drive is a 
common cause. 


Taking sedating medication — 
such as an antihistamine — is other. 
In some cases, a sleep disorder can 
lead to drowsiness behind the 
wheel. 

Knowing how to recognize the 
warning signals of drowsiness can 
stop a dangerous situation from be- 
coming deadly. Here are some 
signs to watch out for: 

@ You can't recall the last few 
miles traveled. 

@ Your car drifts in its lane and 
hits the bumps along the shoulder 
of the road, or you need to keep 
jerking the wheel just to stay in your 
lane. 

@ Your mind begins to wander 
and you can't maintain a coherent 
thought. 

@ You struggle to keep your 


eyes open. 

@ You're missing traffic signs or 
following too closely behind other 
cars. 

@ Your head bobs. 

There are things you can do 
while driving to prevent feeling 
sleepy: 

@ Drive with another passenger, 
and take turns behind the wheel. 

@ Don't head out for a long jour- 
ney at night. The glare from the 
dashboard and rhythm of passing 
lights can cause highway hypnosis. 

@ Keep the car's internal envi- 
ronment cool.

There can be some confusion because some brands, such as 
Ford and Chevy, are offering more expensive models, and some 
luxury brands are offering less-expensive models. 

“There is this whole area in between luxury and non-luxury 
which is blurry and crowded,” said Tom Libby, director of indus- 
try analysis for Power Information Network LLC, a division of J. 
D. Power and Associates. 

One reason this happens is because brands are desperate to 
increase sales. 

“Every luxury brand is going after volume, and to do that they 
have to expand into other segments. For luxury, that means go- 
ing downstream. 

“The best examples are Jaguar and Land Rover, And now 
Volvo is bringing out a vehicle underneath the S40, Saab is bring- 
ing out the 9-2 and Audi is bringing in the A3. The whole area of 
exclusivity is being affected by this.” 

“Remember when Jaguar was rare? Now I'm seeing the X- 
Type all over the place. Jaguar is no longer a special vehicle,” 
Libby said.

to solve electrical problems. 

If your car is free of most or all of the 
above faults, it's a good candidate to keep 
longer. To be better informed of its condi- 
tion, you might have it inspected by AAA 
(an incredibly detailed report is presented) 
or by your mechanic. 

It's likely you will be replacing a fuel 
pump, radiator, wheel bearing or other $100 
to $300 parts on occasion, but it’s difficult 
to predict when these issues will crop up. 

My primary concern would be the con- 
dition of an automatic transmission as they 
can be very costly to repair. 

The last two sentences of your letter 
make this decision a no-brainer. It's all 
about how you feel about the car and your 
ability to maintain it.
